After what happened 
n e a r Flo rence. 
S C., Americans hav e a g o o d idea o f what 
hazards are inv o lv ed when Air F o r c e 
planes fly o v er their heads carry ing un­ 
armed ato mic bo mbs, Such a bo mb acci­ 
dentally dro pped damag ed six ho uses and 
a ch urch , spun a car aro und o n a nearbv 
ro ad, and sligh tly injured six persons, in­ 
cluding fo ur children. 
This is bcd eno ug h and the results migh t 
hav e been a g reat deal wo rse if the chil­ 
dren h ad been i n s i d e the demo lished 
h ouse. The Air Fo rce has no business to s­ 
sing bombs aro und carelessly no matter 
what th eir destructiv e po wer o r their size. 
But the public can also deriv e a larg e 
measure o f reassurance fro m what hap­ 
pened. Altho ug h an ato mic bo mb was dro p­ 
per and altho ug h the TNT charg e desig ned 
to trigger the bo mb was fired, there was no 
nuclear ex plo sio n. And. acco rding to the 
Strategic Air Co mmand, 
there 
was 
no 
radiatio n dam ag e to any o ne inv o lv ed. 
The SAC is taking a calculated risk in 
keeping m any o f its planes co nstantly in 
the air with their ato mic armament o n 
bo ard. It is do ing so because it must be 
prepared fo r instant retaliatio n in case o f 


war and it canno t take the chance that its 
planes will be caug ht o n the g ro und in a 
disaster far wo rse than Pearl Harbo r. 


T he risk it takes is that o ne o f its planes 
carry ing an ato mic bo mb m ay crash o n a 
po pulated area o r that, as happened in 
So uth Caro lina, a bo mb m ay be released 
accidentally . But this has serv ed to pro v e, 
as the SAC has co ntended all alo ng , that 
there is v irtually no dang er o f a nuclear 
ex plo sio n in such a case. 


The Air Fo rce must by all m eans take 
g reater pains to insure that the catches 
o n bo mb bay s do no t break lo o se ag ain. 
But Americans can rest easier in the kno w­ 
ledg e that, at wo rst, there is little cause 
to wo rry abo ut ato mic accidents fro m this 
so urce.

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A-Bomb Mishap Is Proof 
LAFF-A-DAY 
The World Today 
By James Marlow 


After what happened n e a r Florence, 
S C . Americans have a good idea of what 
hazards are involved when Air F o r e * 
planes fly over their heads carrying un­ 
armed atomic bombs. Such a bomb acci­ 
dentally dropped dam aged six houses and 
a church, spun a car around on a nearbv 
road, and slightly injured six persons, in­ 
cluding four children. 
This is bad enough and the results might 
have been a great deal worse if the chil­ 
dren had been i n s i d e the demolished 
house. The Air Force has no business tos­ 
sing bombs around carelessly no matter 
what their destructive power or their size. 
But the public can also derive a large 
measure of reassurance from what hap­ 
pened. Although an atomic bomb was drop' 
ped and although the TNT charge designed 
to trigger the bomb was fired, there w as no 
nuclear explosion. And. according to the 
Strategic Air Command, 
there 
was 
no 
radiation dam age to anyone involved. 
The SAC is taking a calculated risk in 
keeping m a n y of its planes constantly in 
the air with their atomic armament on 
board 
It is doing so because it must be 
prepared for instant retaliation in case of 


war and it cannot take the chance that its 


planes will be caught on the ground in a 


disaster far worse than Pearl Harbor. 


The risk it takes is that one of its planes 


tarrying an atomic bomb m ay crash on a 
populated area or that, as happened in 
South Carolina, a bomb m ay be released 
accidentally. But this has served to prove. 
as the SAC has contended all along, that 
there is virtually no danger of a nuclear 
explosion in such a case. 


The Air Force must by all m eans take 
greater pains to insure that the catches 
on bomb bays do not break loose again. 
But Americans can rest easier in the know' 
ledge that, at worst, there is little cause 
to worry about atomic accidents from this 
source.

Some Signs Arc Found 
That Current Slum p 
M a y Be Near Bottom

NEW YORK 
—All hands 
are 
anx ious to believe that President 
Eisenhower is right in say ing we 
may be seeing the worst of the 
rescession right now. 
That things are worse today than 
they were just a short time back 
is easy to prove. Just ask any of 
the five to six million persons out 
of work, if y o u doubt it. 
That the bottom is near or at 
band isn’t easy to prove y et. The 
statistics on that are still to come. 
That the economy in general will 
get impressively better soon is dif­ 
ficult for many persons to fore­ 
see—it calls rather for an act of 
faith. 
But a few signs that the slump 
is nearing bottom—frail as they 
may later prove to 
be—can be 
found. 
While most barometers of busi­ 
ness still point to stormy weather, 
a few respected ones are wavering 
toward the fair side.

top those in February , when they 
rose 18 per cent above January 
and 23 per cent above December.
